SHAW AND SHER\IA\

In "Arms and the Man,” the Little Thentre Skil-
fully Revives Some Thoughts on War.

Somehow or other, when people start any
sort of a ‘“new’ theatre, they begin with
Bhaw: ha has bsgome a synonym for the intel-
ligent and the ambltous. And usually the
plece Is his firet “‘pleasant play,” “"Arme and
the Man.”” In this, as well as In the acting
last night, the Little Theatre has started
right. If it Keeps to present standards Ita
repertory season will be a success Bs well aa
a joy.

There are lota of advantages In Thaw as n
pace-maker that even the most astute of man-
agers don't always recognize, His verbnl pyro-

technica, for Instance, are apt to dazzla the
audience’s vision to the sort of palnted-
window, [fake-perspective sgcenery that was

the only blemish on last night's production.

But, more Important than that, a play by
Shaw means something for the actors to put
thelr teeth in. Good meting—the sort the Little
Theatre supplies—gets Its reward. A juvenlle
comedian, llke Dallas Anderson, has spesches
that mean something in ldea and character:
and he has silences that—under his refreshingly
original eense of “‘huklness’ —mean almost ns
much as what the other people are saying,
The actresses get women with something he-
sides phrases on their tongues,
toitch of that mystle witality
loves to call the “life foree.”” In Shaw's plays.
or other dramas as Intelligent, sueh an In-
tegral, local company as Mr. Iden Payne, one
of Englind's most expert directors, hos gath-
ored for Mra.

The plot of “Papa’'s Darling’ Is Inconsequens
tinl, nnd evan difficult to follow. Onha makes
no mttempt, howsver, 1o econnect the hodge
podga of situations, and ia contsnt to bs care
ried away by the entrancing, begulling Caryll
munie.

From the academy we ars transportad to the
Cafs f's Bohems In Parls, where La Blane and
Patipns ara found looking for pleasurs. Thalr
wives ars alao thare, looking, not for pleasiire,
but thelr husbands, Zoso, Germnaines, Colonsl
du Parvis, and his young and much hated non,
arrive In turn, Of course the situation s the
eternal altuation of munieal comedy, and In
this case quite typdeally French. With a nums«
bher of captivating waltses and chorusss the
plays sanda with all misunderstandings righted,
and husbands and wives happlly reunited,

“Papa’n Darling,” founded on "La Flis Bur-
naturel,’” by Grenst IVAncourt and Maurice
Vaueaire, In the fourth Kinw and Erlanger
Caryll production, and rinka with “The Pink
Lady," “0Oh, Oh, Delphins,” and ‘“The Little
Cufe.” The oostumes of the chorus ares unusually
glittering and gorgeoun, And a word must be
sald for the chorus—usually the mala contin-
gent In selectad mimply to supplement the girla
as A background, and s a pretty sad, and
sometimes superannuated, affalr. Tha young
gentlemen of the chorus In “"Papa's Darling”
have been seleated with a view to parsonal
pulchritude and sing as well as they look.

“A PAIR OF SIXES"”

“"Ara you standing Pat?" naks George B,
Nettleton of his partner in the poker scena of
a "Palr of Sixes."

“No, I'm Bitting Bull,"” eame the reply, and
once mora tha housa roared. Fdr truly the
opening lnst night, at the Adelphl Theatrs, of
BEdwnard Pepla'a comedy was a triumph for that
gentleman and for the remarkably well bal-
anced cast that interpreted hisa work. To be
sure, it is not n prohlem play and not once s
there evan the mention of & lane, solitary whita
slave. but the large audience did not seem to
mind In the lesst. Tha plot I8 In itself one of
those delightful absurdities that make us lnugh
in spite of ourselves. The two partners of
tha flrm of Nettleton and John cannot agres,
and ns a result a dissolution 18 in preparation.
But aven In dlssolution they ecannot come to
satisfactory terms until finally. upon advice
of counsel, they declde to shoot a cold hand,
tha to retain the businesa and the
logar to bacome hizs body servant for the term
of one yvear.

Thera Is not a Aull moment in the
entire show, and If there are times In the see~
ond act when the action does not go with the
same speed that the Arst and
third, It is still quite brisk enouxh and comes
as & very welcome breathlng space in which
to recover [from exhaustion of steady
laughter. The east |s remarkably even and re-
markably good. There le not ane who does not
make capital every line of tha snappy
dialogues,
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
